very conclusively that wo can- 
not go on year : after year with 
clean cultivation in the orchard 
or vineyard with the occasional 
application of barnyard manure 
and commercial . fertilizer . . and 

expect to get economical returns 

by way of good yiekls of grapes. 

this Is the firitt time lhat re- 
sults of this kind have been pub- 
lished but now we can be quite 
sure that if certain practices are 
followed as regards the use of 
non-use of green manures, or 
humus lh the form of straw, we 
will get certain definite results. 

; . At this vineyard at Jordan, an 
experiment has been conducted 
from 1930 up to the. present time 
and shows very definitely the 
influence of organic additions on 
grape yields, the results indi- 
ftpte that as the organic matter is 
bii'M ^*p}n the soil the yields arc 
definitely increased and when 
the organic matter is low* 
ered yields fall off rapidly. 
In 1035 and 1936 straw was not 
used and the yields fell off de- 
cidcly in '37 and »38. When 
straw was used in the period 
from 103? to *41 the yields in- 
creased reaching the ; highest 
point in *40 ; when the yield was 
60 percent above the zero base 
line of 1930. In the years 1942 - 
'46 no straw was used and in 
these five years, the yield grad- 
ually dropped to the low of 
1930. . 

The conclusions which I wish 
to draw from Ihese statements 
are that there are three things 
which organic matter does to 
our soils. 1. It. changes the tex- 
ture of soil (physical). Clay 
soils are opened up and made 
more friable, and nre, therefore, 
much easier worked. In .sandy 
soils this same material organic 
matter nets in the opposite way 
and binds together the sandy 
particles thus, preventing soil 
drifting and erosion. 

; Tests which have been made 
with average soils show that 
there is a difference of 4,000 !bs. 
(2 tons) In organic mntter per 
acre between soil in the field 
and soil along the fence row 
which -has been left in sod. This 
organic matter (humus) if in- 
creased by as much as 3 percent 
hi the average soil will retain 
7,000 ' gallons more water per 
flcre. 



The physical change In the 
texture of the soil should be of , 
great interest to 'all horticultur- 
ists, this factor, the ease with » 
which soils with plenty of hum- 
us' can be worked is a tremend- 
ously important item' to those of 
us who are cultivating our Har- 
dens by hand and especially for 
those who have clay or clay, 
loam; soils. No gardener can 
produce good crops of vegetables 
a* flowers on bard, worn out 
soil. For both personal pleasure 
and profit as well as far the 



and profit as well as for the s?k~l 
of national self preservation and 
our Canadian way of life, we 
must shift from the highly 
wasteful methods required dur- 
ing the war of producing every 
possible pound of produce ir- 
respective of its effect upon the 
soil, to a balanced svstem of land 
use that can be truly calted con* 
servation. ;.

2. Organic matter when brok- 
en down gives a home for bene- 
ficial bacteria, (bacteriological). 
Nitrifying bacteria are working 
continuously and releasing nitro- 
gen from the- organic matter. 
However/ when fresh straw, for 
instance, is ipplied to the garden 
soil, extra nitrogen is required 
ganie matter. About 150 lbs. of 
to help break it down into or- 
ganie matter. -About 150 lbs. of 
nitrate of soda or Its equivalent 
is required per ton of straw put 
on in the fall, fh this way, the 
available nitrogen already in 
the soil is not absorbed by the 
decaying process of the straw 
and there is enough left to sup- 
nly . the growing . plants with 
their requirements. 

If the owner has a sufficiently 
large garden it would' be advis- 
able to follow a -system of green 
manure crops, using such crop? 
as winter rye at 2 bus. per acre 
or Domestic Italian Rye grass at 
the rate of 20 lbs. per acre after 
tec -early vegetable crops have 
been harvested, and allow this 
crop to stand over winter. This 
will hold snow, catch leaves and 
other crop refuse and prevent 
erosion loss of the rich top soil 
by wind and water during the 
winter months. A heavy growth 
of green manure should be. plow- 
ed down at least two weeks be- 
fore planting. Before plowing 
broadcast the fertilizer planned 
for the next vegetable or flower 
crop and turn under together.

But this time we had clear, 
sunny weather/ clouds scudding 
along, but no rain and just de- 
lightfully cool, ideal picnic 
weather, except for those souls 
who can't bring themselves to go 
in for a swim if they think the 
water will be cold. Those who 
did go in said the water was 
quite warm. While they were 
swimming we took a trip in the 
little motor launch round Lake 
Couchiching, a 35-minute trip. I J 
always enjoy that trip! 

Going up and back we took 
the highway on the cast side of 
the lake. It is now all paved 
and even If it is longer, it is not 
nearly such a busy highway as 
No. it on Yonge.St. You pass 
through several small places 
after you leave Sutton and Port 
Bolster. I wonder if I can recall 
them 'without referring to the 
road map? Of course the larg- 
est is Bcaverton and it is a thriv- 
ing* busy place. .The '--highway 
from Whitby joins.lt just south- 
east of Bcaverton and adds to 
the traffic. From there you look 
across to Thbrah Island, the 
place. I used to write about as 
the home and nesting place of the 
Blue .Herons. If I tell you there 
must have been 200 cars parked 
along Sutton Main street you 
will wonder what was doing. 

Two hundred wouldn't begin 
to cover nil the parked cars. I 
mean just those parked along one 
corner to the next, as you turn 
east along what the old timers 
call the "seven mile stretch", bo- 
fore you turn again towards Port 
Bolster. You sec, it was Sutton 
horse show and fair, so how 
many more cars were parked on 
side streets, it would be hard to 
say. When we came home the 
fair grounds were ail brilliantly 
lighted and there were still more 
cars parked along every street. 
We had to wind our way in and 
out of traffic. Sutton must have 
had a successful fair. 

There was a big gathering al- 
so at Bclhaven, cars parked all 
along both side and in the space 
around the community hall, 
where the annual Free Methodist 
conference was being held. 

-When we arrived at the park 
seyernl picnics were in progress. 
The Legion from Orillla and a 



combined picnic of Aurora, New- 
market and Orillla Sons of Eag^ 
land Lodges. There is room for 
all kinds of picnics in those 
spacious grounds and good ac- 
commodation. You pass through 
Atherley just before you reach 
Orillia outskirts. It is on Lake 
Simcoe and there seems to be* a 
river as well for we crossed a 
bridge. You pass through Brech- 
in and then through Gamebridge 
where the Trent canal flows in- 
to Lake Simcoe. The Trent can- 
al has been mentioned over the 
air several times lately but in a

There are camps and summer 
homes ail along the shore of hake 
Simcoe from Cook's Bay to away 
past Beaver ton. There are Woh- 
deriul summer homes along from 
Fort Bolster to away past Beav- 
er ton ;and as you drive along ■ 
after dark you see the electric I 
lighting as If it were the street ;

Of course 
the part of Port Bolster farther 
along was once a twp. park but 
the shore is so high and steep 
that you have a tremendous 
climb down to the water and a

1 I never go to Orillla but I visit 
the marvellous Champlain Mon- 
ument in Couchiching Park. I 
have described it so often that 
m spare you this time. It was 
done by the famous March broth- 
ers and sister. Champlain 
stands on top of the high granite 
monument which is raised up 
five cement steps all around 
from the ground. Wonderful 
bronze figures, a Hudson Bay 
agent bargaining with the Indi- 
ans on one side, a missionary 
holding up a cross above the 
heads of two Indians. There, I 
said I wouldn't say 'anything 
about it and off I go describing 
it.

I think the next best thing I 
like about -a trip to Couchiching 
park is the gulls! They are wise 
enough to gather round at meal 
time and they certainly get well 
fed.

A month a#o, Prime Minister King said his farewell 
to the House of Commons and a lonely figure slipped away 
into tKe shadows of the almost deserted chamber. There 
was nothing to mark his departure. He made his good- 
byes and was gone, without ceremony, without tribute, an 
omission which must bring a tinge of shame to the cheek 
of all Canadian parliamentarians. The shabby neglect

The result 
of the leadership poll was a foregone conclusion, await- 
ing only the formal endorsement of the delegates' bal- 
lots. The spirit in which that endorsement was accord- 
ed was the catalyst which destroyed for the moment the 
canker of dissatisfaction and gave the Liberal party the 
vindication it so urgently needed. 



Liberalism has found a new leader of potential 
stature, and in acknowledging him, had a brief glimpse 
of its soul. But now, the doubt will have returned, 
and the disillusionment and the frustration. By now 
the vision is clouded, for that one brief glimpse could 
not be sustained by the record of the convention. For 
one short moment, the election of Mr. St. Laurent gave 
direction and purpose. It was too brief to leave a last- 
ing impression. 

The election of Mr. St. Laurent has not answered 
the criticism of Charles Gavan Power. It does not reply 
to the charges of "old fogeyism" hurled from the floor 
by young Liberals. It gives not the party the platform 
which re-affirms and rededicates to the principles of 
liberalism. It shakes not the party's fixation with the 
glories of the past to an increasing blindness towards 
the needs of the future. Was it even possible that those 
things might be done? That is the question tho dele- 
gates arc asking.
